It is not always easy to as 
certain the general attitude of 
the Chinese Government toward 
the employment of foreigners in 
its sevice, “Generally reliance 
on foreigners for technica! and 
administrative experience has 
been the practice of successive 
governments. As the recruit 
ment of such foreign experts 
possessed of sound professional 
and personal qualifications has 
encountered no special difficulty 
the assumption must be that 
service under the Government of 
China is not more irksome or 
less generously rewarded than 
in other countries. Indeed the 
mere fact that certain services 
in China are manned by foreign 
personnel who would do credit 
to any organisation in the world 
suggests the existence of satis- 
factory relations between the 
foreign official and the adminis 
tration. ‘The Government has 
shown that, in working for the 
further progress of the country, 
it desires to encourage foreign 
capital, within certain limits, to 

















operate here, It certainly’ is 
prepared—as recent arrange- 
ments with the League of, 


Nations have shown—to invite 
technical experts from Europe 
and America to play an im- 
portant part in the rehabilitation 
of the country. Yet it cannot 
be forgotten that, apart from the 
development of the modern spirit 
of nationalism, the natural con- 
servatism of the Chinese people 














is not favourably inclined to 
ward foreign notions or for 
eigners embodying those notions, 
So, from time to time, in 
moments of intense political 
excitement, * hostility to the 
foreigner has found too free an 
expression. This has tended to 
embarrass the relations to 


which, apparently, the Govern- 
ment must attach importance by 
reason of its employment of 
foreigners in so many different 
branches of the administration. 
Frankness in discussing this 
problem is not, 
achieve now because generally 
may be asserted that anti- 
foreignism as an official creed 
has lost ground. It would be 
idle to pretend that old animosi- 
ties or old prejudices cannot be 
revived by calculating demagogy 
but fortunately there is little 
fear of that stupidity being 
attempted at the moment. The 
foreigner in Chinese service to- 
day is perhaps apprehensive of 
the changes which may be 
brought about by the very per- 
plexity of the situation, Yet, in 
some respects, he is better off 
than his predecessor. The re- 
cruitment of experts through 
the League has given the 
Chinese Government a newer 
conception of this problem of its 
relations with its foreign em- 
ployees. It has coincided with a 
general acceptance of the prin- 
icy should not be: 

to service. The Chinese 
Government—whether effective: 
ly in contro! of the coun- 
tty or not—is looked upon 
a3 master in its own house, 
subject to the ordinary implica- 
tions of such engagements as it 
has taken upon its shoulders. It 
is, of course, a commonplace 
that, the servant of any adminis 
tration has his grievance. 
Travellers from London to 
Shanghai will surely have been 
veritable hermits aboard if, 
during that. journey, they have 
not received, in the smoking- 
room or other place of con- 
fidence, the details of the shock- 
ing treatment administered by 
Whitehall to some altogether 
admirable servant of the State 
who has to return to his post 
somewhere between Port Said 
and Hongkong. When, in place 























so difficult to|/* 
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jof Whitehall, there is a foreign 
Jadministration which is endea- 
Jvouring to accustom itself to a 
new method of manning the 
public services, after having 
lserapped one which, with ail its 
ldefects, functioned well for 
centuries, the scope for possible 
lgrievances is obviously enlarged. 

This does not preclude criti- 
leism of lapses which tend to 
undermine confidence in the 
Chinese. service. Elsewhere to- 
Jday will be found an apprecia- 
tion of the career of Mr. L. P. 
Ridgway who has, for a quarter 
lof a century, served the Chinese 
Railways with conspicuous 
Jability and zeal. It will be 
leathered that Mr, Ridgway's con- 
tract has not been renewed aud, 
in view of the pressing need for 
sound railway knowledge in the 
ladministration, it is disturbing 























to find that’ at this critical 
time so experienced an engineer 
is to be lost to China. It is 
Jan open, secret, however, that 


the whole affair has come as a 
Ishock to those who, appreciate 
the value of the work performed 
by Mr. Ridgway and know how 
highly he has been esteemed by 
the Ministry. Perhaps it may 
not be indisereet to suggest tl 
for some reason or other, a mi 
lunderstanding has arisen as the 
result of certain political  cur- 
rents now at work on the railway 
line in question. Elaboration of 
the point is not desired for it is 
recognised that Mr. Ridgway's 
Jdeparture to-day finally severs 
his connection with the Ministry. 
Official decisions may have been 
taken under a misapprehension 
but they cannot be varied 
without damage to the authority 
lof those responsible. It would 
be unfair from what may be an 
isolated case—although candour 
compels the admission th: 
Jother services, politics hav 
frequently played a similar part

It is 
lexceedingly desirable that the 
interference of these unruly

Jan attractively written narra- 
tive. Sir Frederick Maze, 
giving warning eighteen months 
Jago of his decision to call for 
‘these Reports, expressed the

[Reports would be replaced by “a 
single decennial survey of the 
trade of the country as a whole.” 
If this authoritative forecast 
[correct all the greater value lies 








in the document now prepared 
by Mr. Banister. It is difficult 
to. imagine any merchant or 


oficial in China attempting to 
form opinions on conditions here 
‘without taking the precaution to 
secure a copy of this important 
series of Reports. Mr. Banister, 
in fact, may have the equivocal 
satisfaction of knowing that, for 
many months to come, his facts 
Jand phraseology are ‘likely to 
be tracked down in many a 
Jdespatch and newspaper article 
Jexpounding affairs in China to 
the outside world, whether in 
Papua, Iceland or Tierra del 
Fuego. China’s Customs service 
is from some points of view the 
Joldest in the world for Hang- 
chow and Ningpo opened 
Customs ‘Houses for Foreign 
Trade in 999 but, as Mr. Banister 
points out, Canton by the eighth 
century had already become a 
Jeentre of the seatrade and 
maintained a high oficial known 
Jas Inspector of Maritime Trade. 
Chinese junks made contact with 
Ceylon and India as far back as 
the fourth and fifth centuries. 

The fascination of research of 
this kind is irresistible. It may 
be suspected that.

This volume, 
in dealingr with the Manchurian 
ports which, in circumstances all 
too well-known, were wrested 
from China's control in 1932, 
Imakes no mention of the change 
of régime. Mr. Banister’s whole 
Report is markedly tree trom 
political comment in accordance 
with the known policy of the 
Inspector-General who | has 
jsedulously striven to keep 
the Customs Service out of 
politics. So the various com- 
Imissioners restrict themselves 
lseverely to their departmental 
lobligations. They ignore the 
signs of the gathering of 
ithe storm which they all 50 
gallantly met in the following 
year. This reticence is special- 
ly noticeable in the report signed 
by Mr. H. E. Prettejohn for it is 
dated April 28, 1932 by which 
time Mr. Prettejohn’s position 
was being made plainly intoler- 
able by the Japanese authorities 
of the Manchoukuo State. ‘The 
Dairen report is signed by Mr. 
|J. Fukimoto and shows a no less 
fadmirable sense of attention to 
the requirements of the Customs 
Service.

In 
leaving them to that blissful con- 
dition it is only necessary to say 
that they have, done very little 
harm and conceivably have 
rendered some service to the 
‘world. They have shown that the 
London Conference is an even 
Vigwer failure than was at first 
suspected. ‘They have expound: 
ed the limit of the successes of 
sheer publicity or “ballyhoo” in 
disposing of awkward economic 
facts. ‘The difference between 
what they have actually achieved 
and what they promised for their 
rostrums is a point on which 
‘tactfulness prefers to remain 
silent. ‘The London Conference's 
ewe lamb must surely be allowed 
to display its engaging charms 
without captious blemish or spot.

A GREAT LIBERATOR 

July 29. 
‘One hundred years ago to-day 
ithe death took place in  well- 
learned retirement in London of 
la great English philanthropist 
whose selfless labours for the 
jcause of suffering humanity 
lwere recognised by burial in 
Westminster Abbey, close to 
Pitt, Fox, and Canning, political 





jgiants ‘of his generation. 
William Wilberforce, whose 
jname is so inseparably linked 





lwith the abolition of the shame- 
ful slave trade, inspired and led 
la national crusade. To-day that 
jerusade is world-wide in its 
lscope. Ten years ago at Geneva 
the League of Nations adopted a 
resolution moved by an English- 
man, Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, 
jealling for a survey of the extent 











lof slavery then existing in the 
rid. A commission of inquiry 
Twas ppointed, and two years, 
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fiater presented its report. The, 
result came as a great ‘surprise 
to those thousands of complacent 
people who imagined slavery to 
lbe merely a thing of the past— 
Jan old, unhappy, far-off th 
Ino doubt, and one which had 
vanished long ago. On the, con- 
trary, the commission found 
that" slavery—slavery in the 
sense that one human being is 
regarded as the actual property 
lof his owner, just as a horse or 
liog belongs to his master—still 
existed in full force in no fewer 
than nineteen political areas. In 
addition the commission describ- 
jed the prevalence in many places 
Jot modified forms of slavery, 
such as debt bondage and 
peonage—various methods by 
which the individual is under 
the complete mastery of another 
Jand has no. opportunity | of 
leaving him. All this so shocked 
the delegates of the states 
assembled at Geneva that it was 
resolved to undertake a great 
fnternational effort to bring to 
fan end present-day slavery 
wherever it persists, Largely 
through the agency of Lord Cecil 
land Sir Austen Chamberlain, an 
Anti-Slavery Convention was 
drawn up, and the states of the 
world were invited to sign it. By 
so doing they undertook not only 
to wet rid of every form of 
slavery in their own territory, 
but also to co-operate in the val 
task of abolishing remnants of 
slavery all over the world. Tt 
will be seen, therefore, that the 
leentenary which is being cele- 
brated this year is not only an 
loceasion for national rejoicing 
Jat the splendid work which was 
accomplished a century ago. It 
is a time when every ‘man and 
has the opportunity of 
ie to form that, public 
lopinion which is, the only effec. 
ive lever for furthering | and 
completing this essential reform, 
Descended from a Yorkshire 
family which owned the manor 
lof Wilberfoss in. the East Riding 
trom the time of Henry Il to the 
middle of the eighteenth certury: 
William Wilberforce was the only 
son of Robert Wilberforce, mem~ 
ber of a commercial house at 
Hull, where the future philan- 
Ihropist was born on August 24, 
1759. It was from his mother. 
{that ‘he inherited both his feeble, 
frame and his many*rich mental 
lendowments. Though his skill 
lat clocution attracted the atten- 
tion of his master at the Hull 
igrammer school, Wilberforee 
was not a diligent schol: 
Before the end of his tenth y 
he lost his father, and ‘wi 
placed under the care of an 
luncle at Wimbledon, but two 
ivears later he returned to. Hull 
land was tutored by the master of 
the endowed school at Pockling- 
ton. Love of social pleasures, 
hve are told, made him neglectful 
lof his studies. Left by the 
death of his grandfather and 
luncle the possessor of an 
independent fortune under the 
sole guardianship of his mother, 
Ihe continued somewhat of an 
idler at St, John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, which he entered in 
1776, and though he acquitted 
fhimself creditably in examina- 
tions, in more serious years he 
"could not look back " without 
lunfeigned remorse” on thé 
opportunities he wasted. In 
spite of this lack of application, 
however, in 1780 he was elected 
to the House of Commons for his 
native town, his success owing 
something to lavish expenditure 
(no uncommon thing in the pre- 
Reform Bill days), as well as to 
personal popularity. — Quickly 
finding his way into the glitter- 
ing political society of London, 
lat the club at Goosetrees he 
renewed an undergraduate ac- 
lauaintance with Pitt which 
ripened into a friendship of the 
closest kind. In the autum- of 
1783 he set out with the famous. 
statesman on a tour in France, 
land after his return his 
leloquence proved of great help 
to Pitt in his struggle against 
the majority of the House of 
Commons, Elected for both Hull 
and Yorkshire in the following 
ear, Wilberforce took his seat 
for the latter huge constituency. 
A journey to Nice later in 1784 
lwith his friend Dr. Isaac Milner, 
Wwho had been a master at Hult:

On May 12, 1789, Wilberforce, 
in conjunction with Pitt, again

‘Kuantung Army, died at 7.45 o'clock 
‘this morning of’ gall bladder fever. 
He was 63 years of age. 

Field-Marshal Muto has been 
posthumously created a baron in 
recognition of his valuable services. 

Short of speech and short of 
stature, slow to act but rapid in 
executing a decision once made; a 
man of simple, almost puritanical 
tastes, calm, taciturn, courageou: 
and devoted’ to his duty; such, in 
brief, was the Ambassador, who was 
only ‘recently elevated to the rank 
of Field-Marshal. ‘ 

Born in 1870, his, whole life had 
een spent in the Army, and 
he had a distinguished career. Com- 
missioned second lieutenant in 1893, 
he served as a platoon commander 
in the war with China which broke 
‘out the following year, 

+ Three years later, he won a sword 
‘of honour from the Emperor for 
meritorious work at the Staff Col- 
lege and, following the outbreak of 
the war’ with Ru 1904, 
was decorated ‘conspicuous 
bravery and gallantry in action in 
the battle of the Yalu, 

Later in the same war, he served 
with distinction as a staff officer 
in the Imperial Guards Divi. 
sion. Promoted lieutenant-colonel 
in 1907, he was made full colonel 
four years later, and, in 1916, with 
the rank of major-general, he was 
given command of the 23rd Infantry 
Brigade, 

Afterwands, important appoint- 
ments followed fast. Commander 
of the rd (Nagoya) Division, Vice- 
Chief of the General Staff,’ Com- 
mander of the Tokyo Garrison, Com- 
mander of the Kuantung Gatrison, 
each followed in turn, till in August, 
1927, by which time’he was a full 

general, he was made Director- 

jeneral of Military Education, 
thereby becoming one of the “Big 
‘Three’ of the Japanese Army.

Material for Merchants

Hy the issue of the fifth volume 
of the series. of decennial reports| 
compiled by the Maritime Customs, 
a jubilee is being celebrated, 7 
decennial reports for the  period| 
922-1981 are to be presented in two 
volumes, of which the first, dealing| 
with the northern and Yangtze ports, 
‘and. containing certain important} 
covering memoranda, has been pub- 
lished on Aug. 1. Mr. T. R, Banister 
ig responsible for the editorship of 
‘these Reports and for an interesting, 
survey of commercial relations 
between ‘China and Europe from 
1834 to 1881. Mr, Banister also 
contributes a synopsis of the extern- 
al trade of China from 1882 to 1981, 
‘Thus the merchant and student 
have a complete record of Chinese 
foreign trade from the time of the 
Toading and despatch of the 
India Company's ship Sarah, with 
4 cargo of free tea, from Whampoa 
fon March 22, 1884, under the aus- 
ices of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson 
& Co, - 

The report says, that, the first 
Custom Houses for foreign trade 
‘were opened in Hangehow and in 
‘Ningpo’in A.D. 099, and.a brief ré- 
sumé is given’ of the development 
of trade ‘between that period and

ed by Mr, Banister, whose labour

Mr, B. Schuster in the cou:se of 
his address said that nowa 
‘there is hardly any industry which 
does not use paper in its manufac: 
turing process or for wrapping up 
its manufactured articles, Centuries 
before Christ, papyrus scrolls, we 
manufactured in’ Egypt.

Police Kill Assassion in Gun

In a murder in Rue Wagner am.

REMOVAL OF RUBBER 
FACTORIES 


‘Compliance With Requirements 
Likely in Many Cases 


Willingness to comply with the 
requirements of the Shanghai Muni- 
‘cipal Council is being shown by the 
majority of the factories affected 
by the recent closure and removal 
notices. Official statements on. the 
Situation, however, are limited by 
the fact’ that the matter has now 
reached the stage where writs will 
be issued unless satisfaction is 
forthcoming. 

‘The China Ping Pong Co. Lane 
849, Yuhang Road, " Hongkew, 
originally ordered to remove with: 
fn three weeks in the absence of 
improvements to premises, is now 
planning the building of a new fac~ 
tory. Sketch plans have been sub 
mitted to the S.M.C. for approval 
or suggestions. 

Chinese sources state that the 
‘works of the Yee Seng Vuleanising 
Co, Pessang Road, are voluntarily 
carrying out necessary improve- 
ments. In the case of the Yee Yuan 
‘Valeanising Works, North Chengtu 
Road, which is suspending work 
for three months as from July 1, 
the Social Affairs Bureau has 
negotiated a settlement to the 
effect that a food grant be issued 
to each worker, with a further sum 
as loan, to be deducted from wages 
‘on_restimption of work. 

"The French municipal “authori 
ties, it, is reported, have permitted 
the Dah Chung Vuicanising Works, 
Route de Zikawel, to postpone the 
removal of its boilers and furnace. 

Council's Letters 

“Unless accompanied by a Chinese 
translation, letters in English from 
the Shanghai Municipal Council 
shall not be accepted in future.” 
Such is the order contained in a cit- 
cular letter addressed by the Shang.

Association to its member factories,

POLICE REPORT FOR JUNE 
(Exmacts) 
‘The Commissioner of Police re- 
vor! 
‘The total rime recorded for the 
month of June is contained in the 
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‘with the figures for May ond 227 
more than for the corresponding 
period of last year; the latter 
increase is accounted for by increas 
Jed police activity in gambling and 
narcotic cases. 

‘Arrests for erime during the 
month show a decrease as compared 
w:th May and an increase over the 
figures for April; 2,106 having been 
Japprehended in’ June ax against 
2151 in May and 2,040 in April 
In addition, 138 persons were taken 
into custody for crime committed in 
previous months. Seventy-nine per- 
sons were arrested on behalf of 
Jother authorities. 

‘There was an increase of 52 cases 
fin opium offences. The Headquar- 
ters Narcotic Section carried out 15 
raids and apprehended 37 persons. 
Three of the total number had 
‘criminal records and 20 were sen- 
tenced to various terms of imprison- 
ment and fines. Seven persons were 
discharged, eight fined and two are 
still on remand. Of three foreigners 
jwho were on remand in May, two 
jwere sentenced to imprisonment and 
fines, while the sentenee of the third 
(four months imprisonment and a 
fine of Lire 100) was suspended for 
five years. In addition, six persons 
Jarrested in March in connection with 


























fa pill manufacturing factory at 12

Court, together with 94 Ibs. of red 
pills and a large quantity of pill- 
jmaking paraphernalia.

Released Under Amnesty.—The 
Jnumber of prisoners released under

jcriminals, and 17 who come withi 
the category of first offenders. 

Since the commencement of the 
Jamnesty 2,312 prisoners have been 
released under this scheme, while 
544 or 24 per cent. of them have 
been re-arrested and convicted for 
offences committed since their re- 
lease.

In a letter submitted to the 
Finance Committee of the Council, 
the Chairman of the Shanghai 
Young Women’s Christian Associa 
tion, International Branch, requested 
‘a grant of Ts. 2,500 to cover half 
the expenses of the Association's 
Social Service and Employment De- 
partment, which is in financial diff- 
culties, for the year 1934. 

‘The ‘Treasurer and Controller was 
unable to endorse the applicatic 
he being of opinion that public 
funds should not be applied in sup- 
port of activities of this kind,
